Ford: won’t be 'Oval office hostage' 


WASHINGTON (UPIi — President 
Ford does not believe he has done 
anything 
to 
encourage 
would-be 
assassins and does not intend to become 
“ a hostage in the Oval Office," his chief 
spokesman said today. 
White House Press Secretary Ron 
Nessen also said Ford does not believe 
there is anthing wrong with the country 
“ because of recent death threats and 
feels that potential assassins represent 
only a tiny minority.” 
Nessen s comments came at the first 
White House news briefing since a 45- 
year-old woman was charged with 
trying to assassinate Ford in San 
Francisco Monday. The President said 
on his return to Washington Monday 
night that he still planned to mingle with 
the American people despite the second 
attempt on his life in 17 days. 


A former FBI informant in the radical 
movement fired a shot at President 
Ford Monday less than 24 hours after 
she had been checked and cleared by the 
Secret Service after surrendering a 
pistol and telling police she ought to be 
kept in custody. 
A 
quick-thinking 
Marine 
veteran 
grabbed her gun hand and the Chief 
Executive escaped unharmed. 
Police plunged into the crowd outside 
the St. Francis Hotel and arrested Sara 
Jane Moore, 45, who was dressed in 
men’s clothes 
It was the second 
attempt on Ford’s life in California in 17 
days. 


Only a day before, Miss Moore had 
called San Francisco Police suggesting 
that they keep her in custody because 
she might begin “ testing the system, ’ 
according 
to 
a 
Secret 
Service 
memorandum disclosed in Washington 
today. 
Nessen said Ford was in “ serious and 
businesslike mood" following Monday's 
events but does not believe “ anything he 
has done represents a dare or an egging 
on ’ 
The response came to a question 
asking whether Ford’s statement he 
would not “ capitulate to the wrong 
elements” represented defiance and 
would arouse potential assassins 
Nessen said that he discussed the 
shooting with Ford today and said that 
Ford's statement still applies. 
The 
President 
was 
uncharac­ 
teristically late getting to (the Oval 
Office today. Ford, an early riser, 
usually is at his desk about 7:45 a.m. But 
today, he did not show up until 9:06 a.m. 
The President was not harmed in the 
Monday shooting, but he was somber 
when he met with reporters on his 
return in the entry way of the White 
House 


“The American people are good — 
Democrats, independents, Republicans 
and others,” Ford said Monday. “ Under 
no circumstances will 1, and I think no 
others, capitulate to those who want to 
undercut what's all good in America.” 
The President gave no indication he 


will curtail his travel, which has taken 
him back and forth across the country 
during the past month. More trips are 
planned and Ford said he would continue 
his policy of getting out and talking to 
the people

Miss Moore later told Secret Service 
agents during an interrogation session 
she would have killed Ford “ if 1 had my 
.44 with me.” The reference was to a 
gun police took from her Sunday when 
she was picked up on an illegal weapons 


charge but was released because the 
pistol wasn't loaded. 
“ I would have caught him," she said 
and demonstrated the manner in which 
she took aim from about 35 feet, placing 
her left hand on her right wrist. 
The weapon used Monday was a 38- 
caliber revolver, wrested from Miss 
Moore by ex-Marine Oliver Sipple, 33. a 
policeman and a secret service agent 
Sipple, disabled by shell fragments in 
Vietnam, said he was standing in the 
crowd outside the hotel when he saw the 
chrome revolver. 
“ I saw it pointed out there and I 
grabbed for it. I grabbed for the arm to 
pull it down I lunged and grabbed the 
woman's arm and the gun went off ." 
Patrolman Timothy Hettrich joined 
the battle and grabbttl the cylinder of 
the gun so she couldn't fire another 
round.

thumb,” he said "I twisted it towards 
her body . ” 
Then a Secret Service agent grabbed 
the weapon and Miss Moore was led 
away 
At no time during the interrogation 
that followed did the suspect indicate 
why she wanted to kill Ford 
The single shot exploded from across 
the street as Ford stepped from the 
hotel to a waiting limousine 
The startled President buckled as two 
Secret service agents shoved him to the 
sidewalk beside the car. 
"Let’s get him in,” an agent shouted, 
and yanked open the door. 
The agents pushed Ford into the car 
and tumbled atop him. pushing his head 
below the window 
“ Let’s get out of here,” the agent 
screamed, and the car leaped from the 
curb toward the airport. 
The bullet ricocheted among the 


crowd of 3,000 persons outside the hotel 
and hit a cab driver in the groin, injuring 
him slightly 
Miss Moore was arraigned before U.S. 
Magistrate Owen Woodruff on a charge 
of attempting to kill the President Bail 
was set at $500,000. 
U.S. Attorney Jam es Browning asked 
Woodruff for permission to send Miss 
Moore to the federal medical facility m 
Springfield, 
M o, for a psychiatric 
evaluation. 
Further arguments on the motion 
were scheduled today during a bail 
reduction hearing. 
It was the second attempt in 17 days 
on the President’s life In Sacramento, 
Calif., on Sept. 5, Lynette “ Squeaky” 
Fromme, 26. a member of the Charles 
Manson sex-and-drug cult, allegedly 
pointed a pistol at Ford, but she was 
subdued by a Secret Service Agent The 
gun did not gooff.

Lawyers to argue 


Patty was Insane' 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPIi - Patricia 
Hearst’s defense lawyers said today 
they would argue that the newspaper 
heiress was “ insane and brainwashed” 
during her 19 months underground, and a 
federal 
judge 
ordered 
her 
to 
be 
examined by a team of three court- 
appointed psychiatrists. 
Miss Hearst was ordered returned to 
the San Mateo County Jail pending the 
outcome of the mental examinations 
ordered 
“ forthw ith’’ 
by 
three 
“ eminent” psychiatrists. 
Miss Hearst, who was arrested in San 
Francisco last Thursday, is mentally 
“ too 
fragile 
to 
submit 
to 
cross- 
examination at this point,” argued her 
attorney, Terence Hallinan. 
“ She was locked in a closet for nine 
months,” Hallinan said. 
In an affidavit filed with the court and 
published in Hearst’s San Francisco 
Examiner, Miss Hearst said she lived in 
a “ fantasy world” during her kidnaping 
by the SLA. 
Her disclosure was contained in a 
court affidavit, excerpts of which were 
published 
in 
the 
San 
Francisco 
Examiner of which her father, Randolph 
A. Hearst, is president. 
Miss Hearst told of her Berkeley home 


being “ invaded” by two men and a 
woman on Feb. 4, 1974, and of her 
abuductors attempting to drag her 
outside. She said her fiance, Steven 
Weed, 
tried to 
interfere and was 
“ thrown to the ground, and as she 
believed, 
stabbed 
by 
one 
of 
the 
intruders ” 
The affadavit said Miss Hearst, a 
student at the University of California, 
“ screamed 
and 
attempted 
to 
free 
herself but was overpowered, thrown on 
her face to the floor, a gag was put upon 
her mouth, her arms were pulled behind 
her back and tied, and her eyes were 
blindfolded. 
“ She was then carried from the house 
and thrown 
into the trunk of an 
automobile. This car proceeded for 
some distance when it was stopped, and 
she was then transferred to the body of 
another vehicle. 
“ She was then taken to another house 
where she was placed in a closet on the 
floor; the closet was approximately 5 to 
6 feet in length and about 3 feet in width. 
For several days she remained in this 
closet 
with 
her 
hands 
bound, 
blindfolded, and with no lights. The 
closet was hot and extremely uncom­ 
fortable.” 
Trustees to scrutinize 


dropouts and suspensions

Two realities of school life that will be 
studied closely by a variety of officials 
both on and off campus are statistics on 
suspensions and dropouts that will be 
scrutinized 
tonight 
by 
trustees 
of 
Lompoc Unified School District. 
When a student is suspended from 
classes even for a day or two, or drops 
out completely, the district loses vital 
state aid money. That’s a fact of life that 
haunts school administrators. There are 
social consequences to consider. 
Statistics provided by Irwin Wapner, 
director of pupil personnel, show 651 
students were suspended last year for a 
variety 
of 
reasons 
ranging 
from 
tardiness to theft and forgery. Between 
those extremes are such reasons as 
truancy, 
fighting, 
m isconduct, 
disobedience and disrespect, narcotics 
and 
alcohol, 
smoking 
cigarettes. 
However, Wapner speculates that some 
individual students may have accounted 
for more than one suspension. 
By way of comparison there were 788 
suspensions in 1973-’74; 859 in 1972-73; 
863 in 1971-72; 566 in 1970-71; 777 in 
1989-70; 580 in 1968-'69; 453 in 1967-’68. 
Dropouts are another matter. School 
officials note that many dropouts reach 
that point for reasons that are at least 
partially beyond the student’s control, 
and 
often 
contrary 
to 
their 
best 
intentions. To get suspended, a student 
has to transgress or at least appear to 
have transgressed. 
There is on the surface and maybe 
below that level no inherent inference of 
wrongdoing in the act of dropping out of 
school. With that thought in mind, what 
characteristics best describe a dropout?

What is the most common dropout is a 
better way of putting it. 
If we’re talking about last year, the 
most frequent dropout at Lompoc- 
Cabrillo High Schools, was female, 
white. The individual more likely than 
not left quietly and didn’t request any 
school records be forwarded. Marriage 
proved to be only a minor factor in 
leading a student to dropout. 


In 1974-75, Lompoc High School had 31 
boys and 40 girls leave school. Of that 
total, 50 were white, 16 had Spanish 
surnames, five were black. 
Comparable statistics at Cabrillo High 
School show 25 boys and 27 girls 
dropping out of school. Of that total, 40 
were white, four had Spanish surnames 
and 
seven 
were 
blacks. 
However 
statistics don’t tell the whole story and 
must be viewed with a degree of 
skepticism. 
Cabrillo’s 117 suspensions were meted 
out in this fashion: 18 for fighting; eight 
for misconduct; 38 for disobedience; 
one for narcotics or alcohol; five for 
obscenity or vulgarity; 28 for smoking 
cigarettes ; 19 for theft or forgery . 
Lompoc’s suspensions went this way: 
27 for truancy; 40 for fighting; 13 for 
.misconduct; 
29 
for 
disrespect 
or 
disobedience, seven for narcotics or 
alcohol; 
three 
for 
obscenity 
or 
vulgarity; 53 for smoking cigarettes; 12 
for theft or forgery. 
8y way of comparison, Maple High 
School — the district’s continuation high 
school — had 13 suspensions last year : 
seven 
for 
misconduct, 
five 
for 
disobedience and one for narcotics or 
alcohol. It should be noted that smoking 
is permitted at the facility. 
Perhaps the most disturbing statistics 
to a lot of people will be those for the 
junior high schools. Wapner’s figures 
show Vandenberg had 122 suspensions 
last year; Lompoc, 180. Vandenberg’s 
were: 14 for tardiness, four for truancy, 
47 for fighting, 10 for misconduct, 22 for 
disobedience, 
two for narcotics or 
alcohol, one for 
obscenity, 13 for 
smoking cigarettes, and nine for theft or 
for*ery 
^ 
Lompoc’s suspensions were divided 
this way: six for truancy, 70 for fighting, 
36 for misconduct, 44 for disobedience, 
six for narcotics or alcohol, six for 
obscenity, 10 for smoking cigarettes, 
and two for theft or forgery.

Starting over again in Lompoc

Starting over again in a strange and new country, they 
say, is never easy. It is a task Pham Van Dinh and Qunag 
Pham are experiencing today. 
In this case, the strange, new country is America. 
Specifically, Lompoc, Calif. 
Both men are Vietnam refugees and both had lived in 
Saigon, yet they met for the first time here. 
“ I had heard of his corporation,” Dinh answered when 
asked if he had known Pham in the days when Saigon was 
a strange and new place to thousands of U.S. troops. 
Pham, a courteously small man, can be seen today 
sipping coffee and sitting alone in Winchell’s Donut 
House on North H St., thinking about his next step. When 
he was a citizen of South Vietnam, his days were busily 
filled with the responsibilities of operating an import 
business of Japanese made tvs and radios. 
Open and friendly, Dinh was a devoted employe of the 
U.S. Air Force for 13 years before the communists over­ 
ran the the country and he was forced to flee to America 
with his wife and four children. Now he spends a lot ot 
time searching for a job. 
Both men live with their families in small apartments 
which have been furnished with the loaned or donated 
furniture of new and helpful friends. Their own furniture, 
homes, cars, etc. had to be left behind, so sudden was the 
collapse of South Vietnam and their departure. 
Dinh says he had to leave his country because he had 
worked for the U.S. government and because he was a 
refugee from North Vietnam in 1954. 
“ We could not stay,” he said with certainty. 


He has been in Lompoc since May 26, coming from 
Caml Pendleton with his family. His sponsor, a civilian 
who works on Vandenberg AFB, was once his supervisor 
in Vietnam. 
To date Dinh has been able to work four days. The work 
was pulling weeds around the new Sears store in Santa 
Maria. 
“ I will take any job,” he assured, “ even if the job offer 
is not what I want. I can adapt that easy 
The career objective on his resume reads: “ To obtain 
a challenging and permanent position in Property, 
Administration 
and 
or 
in 
Plant 
Clearance 
Administration, where extensive industrial property 
management experience, education and capabilities may 
be utilized to best advantage. Desires progressive 
growth within an organization. Or a position in 
Dispensary 
supervision 
and 
or 
Hospital 
Nurse- 
Interpreter Translator.” 
Dinh has been living off his Air Force severance pay 
and feels strongly against going on welfare 
The four Van Dinh children attend La Purisima 
Catholic School. Since they are learning to speak 
English, their father helps them with their homework at 


Pham was also a 1954 refugee from N orth V ietnam and 
a 1975 refugee from South Vietnam. He arrived at Camp 
Pendleton on May 4 and was so eager to get his eight- 
year-old son and 10-year-old daughter settled into a 
secure atmosphere that he told camp officials he would 
allow an American couple to adopt them if he could have 
visiting rights.

collective bargaining bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI > — A bill extending collective bargaining 
rights to teachers and other school employes m California without 
granting the right to strike was signed by Gov. Edmund G Brown 
Jr Monday night. 
Affecting up to 450,000 school teachers and employes, the 
measure contains no right-to-strike provisions without such 
authorization, courts have held strikes by public employes to be 
illegal 
The governor signed the bill without comment about three and a 
half hours before a midnight deadline after which the hill would 
have gone into effect without Brown's signature 
Brown 
previously had given no indication whether he would sign the bill 
Under current law, teachers organizations can meet and confer 
with their school district employers. Under the dill <SB160i by 
Senate Education Committee Chairman Albert S. Rodda, D 
Sacramento, teachers could choose a single bargaining union and 
negotiate a work contract. 
Earlier this year. Brown unsuccessfully sought comprehensive 
bargaining legislation to cover all state and local public employes, 
but said he was opposed to any "piecemeal" approach that would 


deal with only one segment of workers 
The bill, supported by state superintendent of public instruction 
Wilson Riles, creates a three-member educational employment 
relations board appointed by Brown to administer the proposal 
and help mediate disputes 
The legislation covers teachers and school employes from 
kindergarten through the community colleges It was supported 
by the politically-powerful California Teachers Association and 
the California School Boards Association and the School 
Administrators Association 
Rodda has called it the culmination of two and a half years work 
by his Education Committee staff 
Unlike other collective bargaining legislation for public 
employes, the measure failed to provoke the bitter opposition and 
controversy that legislation endorsed by Brown did earlier. 
Several opponents of the Rodda bill contended the cost of 
collective bargaining could bankrupt the state During Senate 
debate, Sen Dennis Carpenter, R-Newport Beach, argued that 
teachers would be able to negotiate curriculum and the choice of 
textbooks under the proposal 
Ex-Marine lunged for poised pistol 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
An ex-Marine disabled by shell 
fragments made a lunge that

Before the assassination at­ 
tempt, Oliver Sipple, 33, waited 
2W hours to see President Ford 
appear outside the St. Francis 
Hotel Monday, directly across 
the street. 
"I started to applaud and 
then, right in front of me 1 saw 
the chrome revolver," he said. 
"1 saw it pointed out there and 
1 grabbed for it 
"I grabbed for the arm, to 
pull it down 
1 lunged and 
grabbed the woman s arm and 
the gun went off. 


"A policeman told me I 
probably saved the President’s 
life. He said that.” 
San 
Francisco 
patrolman 
Timothy Hettrich, 26, facing 
the crowd about seven feet 
away, also saw the 38-caliber 
pistol. 
"I saw the gun come up, 1 
heard the noise, I saw the 
smoke come from her hand, I 
was frozen for a second, 
he 
recalled 
"It seemed like an hour Iran 
towards her. A hand (Sipple’si 
came from behind her and 
knocked her gun hand down 
"1 grabbed the cylinder of the 
gun so she couldn’t fire another 
round I turned the gun towards 


her thumb I twisted it towards 
her body ” 
Then, a Secret Service agent 
grabbed the pistol and Sara 
Jane Moore was escorted away 
to be later charged with trying 
to murder the President. 
Sipple, still shaken and chain 
smoking four hours after the 
incident, said he wasn't sure if 
he pulled the gun arm down 
before or after the shot.

Massive teachers' strike hits Boston 


United Press International 
Ninety per cent of Boston's 
teachers went on strike and 
most students took the day off 
Monday, crippling a court- 
ordered busing program to 
desegregate the nation's oldest 
school system. 


Salaries were the main issue 
in the strike. 


The 
walkout 
against 
the 
84,000-student school system 
brought to nearly a half million 
the number of children affected 
by teachers’ strikes in 
10 
states. 
The busing issue weakened 


the resolve of some strikers. 
About 300 black teachers and 
aides voted Monday night to 
return to work, saying they 
agreed with the reasons for the 
strike but didn’t want to further 
jeopardize the education of 
black children. 
School doors stayed open, but 
only 
17.7 per cent of the 
students, 15,346, showed up 
Monday — the worst attend­ 
ance since busing began last 
September. 
In Wilmington, Del., over 200 
striking teachers were arrested 
and charged with disorderly 
conduct and blocking entrances 


to 
the 
Wilmington 
Public 
Building. The teachers have 
been on strike against the 
14,200-student 
district 
since 
Sept. 3. 
The largest strike in the 
nation was in Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., where Broward County 
Circuit Court Judge James 
Minnet Monday warned 4,300 
striking teachers they would 
each be fined |25 a day plus 
court costs for each day their 
strike keeps 140,000 students 
out of the classrooms. 
"They have to recognize 
their jobs as one where they 
have to give up the right to 
Hot winds whip southland fires 


BEAUMONT (UPI) - A half dozen fires 
churned by hot Santa Ana winds swept across 
more than 20,000 acres of parched Southern 
California brushlands Tuesday, including a 15,000 
acre blaze in the desolate "Badlands" area of 
Riverside County. 
More than 300 firefighters battled the blaze 
which had earlier forced closure of California 
60. It was called the largest fire of the year in 
Southern California. 
A spokesman for the California Division of 
Forestry said the fire, which broke out Monday 
on the northern slope of Mt. Eden, was hoped to 
be contained at 6 p.m. Personnel and equipment 
were to be flown during the day from the Air 
National Guard in Northern California to help 
out. 
The blaze had destroyed three abandoned 
housing structures and a recreation hall and a 
horse barn but there was no serious threat to 
homes. Two firefighters suffered second degree 
burns battling the blaze and another was 
overcome by smoke inhalation and was 
reported in serious condition at Loma Linda 
University Medical Center. 
The sudden heat wave ami 30 miles an hour 
winds, generated by a strong Santa Ana 
condition, pushed another blaze out of control in 
the San Bernardino Mountains about eight miles 


east of San Bernardino. 
Officials said winds up to 50 m.p.h. funneled 
through the El Cajon Pass but firemen were 
to control the blaze after blackening 500 acres. 
National Weather Service Forecasters called 
for more hot temperatures, low humidities and 
strong winds today. 
Meanwhile, in the Los Angeles area, at least 
200 persons were forced to evacuate their homes 
early today as a 200-acre brush fire moved near 
their homes in Sierra Madre. 
Fire officials stressed that the evacuation 
procedures were only a "precautionary measu­ 
re.” The flames moved within 200 yards of some 
res idences. 
The blaze burned out of control in the Chantry 
Flats area. More than 800 firefighters were 
expected on the fire lines by dawn today. No 
containment time has been set. 
In the Glendale foothills, a brush fire 
threatened 
several 
homes 
Monday 
and 
blackened 25 acres before firefighters contained 
the blaze. 
It took firemen two hours to knock down the 
flames. Six homes in the Whiting Woods area 
were scorched but firemen managed to save the 
homes. 
Another six acres were blackened in San 
Dimas before 100 county firefighters brought 
the blaze under control. 
Antibusing forces stage filibuster 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
filibuster by antibusing forces 
has kept a big appropriations 
bill hostage in the Senate, and 
party leaders held out little 
hope today of breaking a 
stalemate over the use of 
busing 
for 
school 
desegregation. 
A vote was scheduled this 
afternoon to cut off debate on 
the $45.1 billion appropriations' 
bill to fund the Departments of 
Labor and Health, Education 
and Welfare for the 15-month 
period which began July 1.

Moore once FBI

"potential informant” on radi­ 
cal groups three months ago 
because she couldn't keep a 
secret, the FBI said today. 


"She had been on kind of a 
probationary status to deter­ 
mine how reliable her informa­ 
tion 
was,” 
said 
an 
FBI 
spokesman 
of 
Sara 
Jane 
Moore. 
“ But 
that 
was 
terminated when she spoke 
out.” 


“She was paid mostly for 
expenses,” he added. "Whether 
she was paid for information, I 
don’t know.” 
The FBI said in a statement 
that the 45-year-old divorced 
mother "was contacted as a 
potential security informant 
from approximately June, 1974, 
untU June, 1975, at which time 
her 
status 
as 
a potential 
security informant was ter­ 
minated due to her public 
disclosure that she had been 
furnishing information to the 
FBI.” 
"Potential 
security 
infor­ 
mants” is the term the FBI 
usually uses 
for 
informers 
whose reliability has not been 
established, a spokesman said.

reported today that Mrs. Moore 
said in an interview several 
months ago she was told by her 
control agent after she blew 
her cover: 
"Get the hell back — it’s 
time for you to return to the 
square life.’”

Mrs. Ford had decided to 
stay on at the Monterey villa of 
Leonard K. Firestone, U.S.

Francisco Monday for two final 
speaking appearances before 
ending a three-day visit to 
California. 
The President, speeding in a 
motorcade to the airport after 
a shot was fired at him outside 
the St. Francis Hotel in San 
Francisco, told aides he wanted 
his wife to know immediately 
he was safe. 
White House Chief of Staff 
Donald Rumsfeld said agent 
Bobby Coates, riding in the 
front seat of the limousine, 
tried to reach the First Lady. 
But she already was on a 
military 
plane 
flying 
from 
Monterey to join them at San 
Francisco 
International 
Airport. 
Unaware of the attempt on 
his life, Mrs. Ford greeted her 


husband 
aboard 
the 
presidential jet with a warm, 
"Did you have a good time? 
Then he told her what had 
happened, and they both called 
the White House to talk to their 
children, Jack, 23, and Susan 
18, who already had been 
informed of the incident.

stood by the 
President’s side, smiling, when 
he boarded a helicopter to the 
White House after arriving at

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Chavez widens election lead

The United Farm Workers 
Union widened their narrow 
lead over the Teamsters in 
their 
efforts 
to 
represent 
California farm workers Mon­ 
day by capturing an uncontest­ 
ed election at a San Joaquin 
Valley farm. 
The Agriculture Labor Rela­ 
tions Board headquarters in 
Sacramento announced that as 
of last Friday, Cesar Chavez’ 
UFW has won state-supervised 
union elections to represent 
7,844 farm workers The total 
went up by 96 workers with 


Monday’s victory at the Re­ 
claimed Islands Land Co. in the 
San Joaquin Valley. 
The UFW total compares to 
6,620 workers who are repre­ 
sented by the rival Teamsters 
as of Friday 
Despite trailing in the num­ 
ber of workers represented, the 
Teamsters actually have won 
more elections, a total of 55, 
compared to 48 for the UFW] 
the board said. 
As of last Friday, 16 elections 
involving 6,563 farm worker 
voters 
were 
in 
question 
because of ballot challenges 


The balloting, which began 
Sept 3, is hardly definitive so 
far since up to 250,000 farm 
hands are employed at various 
times in California 
A total of 228 workers so far 
will not be covered by unions 
because a majority of field 
hands at five different elections 
opted for no union affiliation. 
More farm elections are 
scheduled this week, but a 
spokesman for the board said 
the pace has slacked, at least 
temporarily. 
The Teamsters were not on 
the ballot in the Reclaimed 


Islands Land Co. election. Of 
those voting, 62 workers voted 
for the UFW, 33 for no union 
and one ballot was challenged. 
Meantime, farm labor board 
chairman Roger Mahony and 
board general counsel Walter 
Kintz 
Monday 
sharply 
criticized 
California 
Farm 
Bureau Federation President 
Allan Grant for a weekend 
statement urging growers to 
ignore access rules for union 
organizers. 
They told a news conference 
in Sacramento that Grant’s 
statement urging growers to 


prohibit organizers from enter­ 
ing their property despite a 
Supreme Court ruling to the 
contrary "breeds contempt ami 
indicates contempt for the 
orderly processes of the law.” 
Grant 
told 
growers 
the 
stiffest penalty they could 
receive for violating the rules 
was a charge of engaging in 
unfair labor practices, which 
he called a mere ” slap on the 
wrist.” 
Mahony and Kintz 
warned they would take viola­ 
tors to court and it could be an 
‘‘expensive proposition" for 
the rule-breakers.

Watergate break-in. 
Haldeman 
almost 
never 
speaks to reporters but a 
friend, 
Z. 
Wayne 
Griffin, 
relayed a question from UPI 
and Haldeman s reply. 
“ Bob never met Hunt and 
only saw him when he was a 
government witness in Hal- 
deman's trial,” Griffin said 
Monday. “ His comment is ‘No 
L'omment’.” 
The Post said Anderson was 
marked for death was because 
he was publishing sensitive 
national security information 
in his column, based on top 
secret documents that came 
into his possession. 


The newspaper said it had no 
information why the plot was 
canceled. 
The alleged plan to kill 
Anderson was scrapped at the 
last minute, the Post said, but 
not before several days of 
preparation had gone into the 
plot. Hunt allegedly told close 
associates he planned to use an 
undetectable poison so that an 
autopsy into Anderson’s death 
would show no indication of 
foul play. 
Hunt's attorney, William A. 
Snyder, said he and his client 
had no comment about the 
alleged plot. 
The Post quoted “ reliable 
sources’’ as saying Hunt told 
former CIA associates the 
order came directly from a 
“ senior official” in the White 
House The sources also said 
Hunt once said the order was 
relayed from an intermediary 
of a senior official. 
Hunt, a retired CIA agent, 
pleaded guilty two years ago to 
charges stemming from the 
Watergate 
break-in. 
He 
currently is serving a prison 
term in Florida. 


PENSACOLA, Fla. 
(UPI) - Hurricane 
Eloise, a rejuvenated storm that claimed 42 
lives in the Caribbean last week, bore down on 
the Florida Panhandle today with 130-mile-per- 
hour winds that increased as they neared shore. 
The National Hurricane Center in Miami 
predicted the hurricane would strike land in the 
Panama City area around daybreak. 
Hurricane warnings were extended from 
Grand Isle, La . to Cedar Keys, Fla. 
At 4 a m. EDT Eloise’s center was located 
about 100 miles south of Pensacola, near 
latitude 29 0 north, longitude 87 3 west, moving 
northeastward toward the coast at 15 to 20 
m.p.h. 
“ Eloise is a very dangerous hurricane,’’ the 
hurricane center said. “ On a relative scale of 
orie to five, where five corresponds to the worst 
hurricane on record, Eloise is now a category 
three hurricane.” 
The advisory said Eloise’s sustained winds 
were 130 m.p.h. with higher gusts, and “recon­ 
naissance 
reports 
indicate 
the 
hurricane 
continues to stengthen.” 
Around 
100,000 
coastal 
residents 
from 
Louisiana to Florida fled inland in advance of 
the hurricane, and storm claimed its first U.S. 
victim in Alabama as residents battened down. 
The advisory put Eloise’s center about 180 
miles southwest of Pensacola 
and warned 
of tides up to 10 feet above normal where the 


hurricane strikes land and 3 to 5 feet above 
normal along much of the coast. 
Civil Defense officials said Pensacola beaches 
were 99 per cent evacuated, with some 1,200 
persons taking refuge in high schools and 
churches. Many brought television sets and 
watched the Miami Dolphins-Oakland Raiders 
professional football game Monday night. 
The Pensacola dock front was boarded up 
with the exception of a bar called “ Trader 
John's,” where a hurricane party was in full 
swing. The owner, Martin John Weissman, 61, 
offered free beer to customers, but said he had 
sent his topless go-go girls home. 
Around 
100,000 
persons 
in 
Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Alabama and Florida sought refuge 
inland, many in designated shelters. 
Many residents hastily boarded up homes and 
businesses before leaving. One man, Henry M. 
Passinger, 73, was electrocuted late Monday 
while trying to hoist his boat into a metal boat 
house at his summer home in Point Clear, Ala. 


Coast Guard helicopters plucked at least 25 
men from oil rigs in the Gulf off the Louisiana 
coast Monday afternoon. 


“ This hurricane very definitely caught them 
by surprise,” said Coast Guardsman Dave 
Cipra. “ It was not expected to develop into a 
hurricane and came right up the Gulf and hit 
us.”

and 
the 
campesino 
(peasant) 
movement — chose Lopez 
Portillo Monday. 
Lopez 
Portillo’s 
selection 
came 
as 
something 
of 
a 
surprise since his support of 
unpopular tax measures had 
seemingly left him behind 
other 
contenders 
for 
the 
nomination. 
Until now, the front runner 
had been considered Interior 
Minister Mario Moya Palencia, 
who controls many patronage 
and police functions in the 
government. 
Lopez Portillo told friends 
several months ago he consid­ 


ered himself out of the running 
because of the “ bad guy” 
image his unpopular measures 
had given him. 
The 
treasury 
minister’s 
nomination 
was 
widely 
interpreted 
as 
a 
political 
victory 
for 
Echeverria’s 
economic reform policies. 
Lopez Portillo, 55, was born 
and educated in Mexico City. A 
lawyer and former teacher, he 
earned a reputation as a 
practical 
administrator 
specializing in planning and 
control of public spending. 
He was named to head the 
Treasury Ministry in May, 
1973, 
when 
Hugo 
Margain 
resigned from the post. 
As treasury 
minister 
he 
backed a stiff tax on gasoline 
adopted in 1974 and a 15 per 
cent tax on restaurant and 
hotel services that was later 
blamed for a slump in tourism. 
When asked how he felt about 
the choice, Echeverria said 
Mexicans would have to wait 
until after the party conven­ 
tions “ to know definitely who 
the candidates are. ’ ’ 
The 
R evo lu tion ary 
Institutional Party convention 
was slated to start Thursday. 
The opposition party, Partido 
de 
Accion 
Nacional, 
was 
expected to name its candidate 
next 
month.

assassin began with volunteer 
work on the Patty Hearst food 
ransom, taking her through a 
Hearstlike 
transformation 
from suburban clubwoman to 
F B I informant to converted 
radical. 
She was looking for an 
opportunity to prove to other 
radicals that she was really on 
their side when she leveled her 
revolver at Ford. 
That is the picture drawn in 
the Los Angeles Times today by 
reporter Ellen Hume, who 
interviewed Mrs. Moore three 
months ago and kept track of 
her 
involvement 
with 
San 
Francisco Bay area radical 
circles. 
She was still reporting to the 
FB I “ up until the day of the 
shooting,” even as she tried to 
convince the radicals she had 
forsaken her role as informer, 
the story said. 
(The FBI in San Francisco 
confirmed that she was a paid 
informant from June, 1974 until 
she was terminated in June of 
this year for revealing her role, 
but 
she 
“ had 
volunteered 
unsolicited information on a 
few occasions” since.) 
Mrs. Moore “ was perfect for 
the job,” the Times said. “ No 
one would ever believe she was 
a spy.” 
“ She 
was 
a 
46-year-old 
accountant from a wealthy 
West Virginia family, a woman 
who had outgrown her old 
dreams of a stage career by 50 
pounds, 
20 
years 
and 
a 
Hollywood divorce. 
“ A blue blood southerner and 
country dub do-gooder,” she 
was making $50,000 a year as 
an accountant, and getting 
money from her ex-husband, a 


retired movie studio executive 
She volunteered to work in the 
$2 million food giveaway that 
was part of the SLA ransom for 
Miss Hearst. 
The FB I approached her, 
asking her to befriend the 
radicals she met. 
“ I was really nervous, but 1 
was intrigued by the whole 
thing. It was like a grade B 
movie,” with clandestine mee­ 
tings, a code name and secret 
reports, she said. 
Her assignment was “ Tom, 
a suspected SLA sympathizer, 
she said. 
“ They wanted (me) to know 
absolutely 
everything 
about 
him, to know him as well as his 
best friend.” Flattered and 
intrigued by the adventure, she 
agreed, 
making 
a 
drastic 
lifestyle change for a plump 
suburban matron. 
“ I was introduced to this 
murky world of drugs, of 
wholesale screwing, of filthy 
language. Frequently I was the 
only person at parties who did 
not openly use drugs,’’ she said. 
Working her way through the 
“ freaky fringe” 
to serious 
radical circles that eschewed 
drugs, she made contact with a 
“ secret Marxist-Leninist study 
group and the terrorist fringe,’’ 
the Times said. 
She was given “ a post office 
box that was held in the name 
of a fictitious company and I 
wrote reports to that company. 
I was cautioned to write the 
reports in the third person and 
include myself as someone 
being reported on. ” 
She came to side with the 
radicals. 
Her target, Tom, 
“ was so nice, such a good 
dedicated person, he wasn’t at 
all as they had pictured him — 
evil incarnate, a dupe, a spy in 
the pay of Red China or 


Russia." 
She deliberately exposed her­ 
self as an informer, after 
confronting her control agent in 
his office. 
“ He said ‘Get the hell back — 
it’s time for you to return to the 
square life’.” 
Instead she moved from 
suburban 
Danville 
to 
the 
Mission district, traded her 
dresses for jeans and work 
boots, talking openly on radio 
and television about her role as 
an informer, denouncing the 
FBI. 
But the radicals, once decei­ 
ved, no longer trusted her. 
Others moved away from her 
at leftist meetings. She bought 
a gun and learned to use it, she 
said, because of threats on her 
life by radicals, but hoped to be 
valuable to “ the cause” again. 
“ I didn’t realize when I 
burned my bridges behind me 
what it was going to be like 
when 
I 
fell 
in,’’ 
she 
com plained.

Vets' income limits new 
home loan consideration 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - Californians seeking veterans’ home 
oans could be subject to income limits under legislation signed 
Monday by Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
The measure (SB1171) by Sen. Nicolas C. Petris, D-Oakland, 
ncreases the maximum amount of a veterans loan from $25,000 


jo $35,000 beginning Jan. 1. 
But it additionally establishes a “ preference list of veterans to 
oe given priority in obtaining farm and home loans whenever 
money from voter-approved bonds run short, which is frequently. 
Preferences would fall into three categories. First are ex- 
servicemen who were wounded or disabled. Second are former 
prisoners of war and spouses of veterans killed or missing in 
Rction. It would be in this classification that the state Department 
Df Veterans Affairs could establish income limits so the neediest 
veterans come first. 


Fromme bail appeal filed 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — The attorney for Lynette “ Squeaky” 
Fromme has filed an appeal requesting further bail reduction for 
the Manson cultist charged with attempting to assassinate 
President Ford. 
Federal defender E. Richard Walker said Monday the appeal 
will be heard by the 9th Circuit Court of Appeals in San Francisco 
on an “ expedited” basis, but could not predict when a decision 
could be expected. 
Miss Fromme, 26, will be in court again today to hear the 
results of a psychiatric examination ordered by a federal judge to 
determine if she is competent to stand trial and to defend herself. 
There was no word on whether the tiny red-haired Miss 
Fromme had heard of an incident Monday in which a woman 
attempted to shoot Ford outside a San Francisco hotel. 
A spokesman for the Sacramento County Sheriff’s Department 
said it was not known if she knew of the incident. 
“ We won’t be making any comment on that,” he said.

MIAMI (UPI) — Every summer it 
seems the Oakland Raiders will win the 
Super Bowl and every fall, the Raiders 
lose their regular season opener, rally to 
win the AFC Western Division and lose 
in the playoffs.

Gibson left Torre 
with soap on face 
at All-Star game

NEW YORK (U P I»— Joe Torre is signing baseballs in the 
clubhouse and talking. He's talking about how some people, 
himself included, often jump to the wrong conclusion about 
other people, how perfectly easy it is to do, and how you 
can’t really judge a man until you get to know him well. 
The man Joe Torre is talking about is Bob Gibson, putting 
in his last two weeks in baseball with the St. Louis 
Cardinals. 
Torre is with the New York Mets now, but he’s going back 
10 years to when he still was with the Milwaukee Braves. 
He's catching Gibson in the ninth inning of the 1965 All-Star 
game at Bloomington, Minn., the National League is in 
front, 6-5, and Gibson gets two quick strikes on Tony Oliva, 
leading off for the American League 
“I’m sitting back there thinking,” says Torre, imagining 
himself behind the plate again back in Bloomington “ I 
know that when he gets two strikes and no balls on a hitter, 
he likes to blow him away with the next pitch. I think about 
it and say to myself lemme go out and just remind him. 
“Gibby, now get the ball up and in, not down and in, he 
says to Gibson, knowing Oliva rips pitches that are down 
and in on him. Gibson is like The Sphinx, silent and 
completely impassive. “ I go back behind the plate and call 
for a fast ball, up and in. He throws it down and in, and Oliva 
doubles to left center. Well, my first thought is I'm happy I 
went out to remind him because if I hadn't and that had 
happened, I’d have kicked myself in the seat. My second 
thought is maybe he half did it on purpose just so he 
wouldn't do what I said. He gets the next three men in a row, 
they don't score and wc win the game 
Now everybody’s back in the clubhouse Having won, 
naturally the National Leaguers are happy. Showering not 
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far from Gibson is Torre who, feeling good, tries making 
some light conversation. 
"Nice pitching,” he says to Gibson.

The Braves trade Torre to the 
Cardinals, and the first one he runs into when he walks into 
the clubhouse is Gibson. 
“He gave me a real warm welcome, says Torre. “ Made 
me feel right at home. I remember him saying it took me 
long enough to get you over here. ” 
As time wore on, Torre’s curiosity got the better of him, 
and one day he finally asked Gibson why he had acted the 
way he did to him 10 years before in Bloomington. 
"I never like to get too close to opposing hitters, ' Gibson 
told him. 
“ As an opposing hitter,- Torre says pointedly, 
I can tell 
you it’s not comfortable being in a kind of box that you re 
just not sure of .”

Ask Joe Torre what he thinks of Bob Gibson now and he 
has this to say:

GOLETA, Calif. - (N E A )- 
The puzzlement is shrouded by 
buoyant words He says he’s 
glad 
to 
be 
where 
h e’s 
appreciated,

contribute. But Bob Hayes still 
wonders how and where it went 
wrong in an eventful decade 
with the Dallas Cowboys 
“I felt like an old used car," 
Bob recalls when it became 
apparent he was no longer 
wanted 
“Whatever lot they 
drop you on, you’re there. 
So he peddled, for some kind 
of draft choice, to the San 
Francisco 49ers and a new start 
in football — at the age of 32. 
A few years ago, Hayes was 
blithe and bubbly, the exciting 
guy on a team good enough to 
win the Super Bowl. He was the 
world’s fastest human, and he 
knew how to turn that talent 
into money by sprinting under 
highly arced footballs. 
He estimates he can still run 
100 yards in 9.3 seconds and 40 
yards in 4.3, which makes him 
easily the fastest man on the 
field as the 49ers wheezed 
through 
their 
annual 
late 
summer exercises. And he is 
obviously healthy, at a compact 
5-11 and 190 pounds, without 
even 
the 
scar 
of 
a 
knee 
operation 
(the 
vocational 
hazard) and only a shoulder 
separation in ’68 as his one 
serious injury. 
So why did the man who 
caught more passes for more 
yards and more touchdowns 
than 
anyone 
in 
the 
proud 
history of the Cowboys become 
dispensable? 
For one thing, there was 
minimal usage the last three 
seasons 
— 
in 
’74 he 
was 
reduced to seven receptions; 
back in 66 he had caught 64. 
The hands were the same, the 
speed was virtually the same. 
What changed was the attitude 
of the Cowboys and maybe the 
game itself. 
H ayes 
em p h asizes 
the 
former: 
“There couldn’t be two black 
wide receivers starting at the 
same time. ” 
Actually, the Cowboys have 
been color blind in this area —- 
Golden Richards, who beat out 
Hayes for the starting job last 
season, is the only white on the 
receiving corps. 
“ T h e y 
s a id 
I 
w a s 
complacent, 
wasn’t 
running 
good routes, wasn’t hustling. I 
say 
(Coach 
Tom i 
Landry 
couldn’t handle the situation, 
could get open . ” 
Passing offense has gone 
through a transition in Hayes’ 
time. The fly patterns and post 
patterns in which he excelled, 
flying deep down the field, 


outrunning the secondary, have 
been neutralized by the zone 
defenses 
adopted 
in 
recent 
years. Receivers have had to 
be 
m ore 
precise, 
more 
disciplined, more alert to the 
seams in the zones. 
Teams have been able to put 
double coverage on a receiver 
like Hayes to nullify his speed 
threat. The move to the 49ers 
could be a boost for Bob 
because he is now teamed with 
Gene Washington, a brilliant 
wide 
receiver 
who 
also 
commands the same kind of 
resp ect, 
and 
prevailing 
defensive strategies make it 
tough to double both men all 
the time. He could thrive in his 
new environment, and he is 
reunited 
with 
Coach 
Dick 
Nolan, 
who was a Cowboy 
assistant when Hayes broke in 
and worked on his pass routes 
as decade ago. 
The emotional stimulus of a 
new challenge, a new team 
doesn’t erase the bitterness. “ I 
respect Landry as a great 
coach,” he says, “but as a man 
... We were alone for 10 years 
and yet he couldn't see me 
man-to-man when I left. He 
still hasn’t said a word to me. 
Cornell Green (the Cowboys’ 
long-time all-pro safety) was 
my roommate for 10 years. He 
never called me up and said, 
Hey, man, sorry you’re going.’ 
“It’s a cold-blooded world. 
You’re out here competing. But 
I like it here The guys accept 
you as you are. I’m nobody 
special, but I’m not hungry for 
attention. I’ve had it.” 
He’s conscious of a special 
contribution

football. “After m e,” he says, 
“every team in the league 
started

opened a lot of doors — for guys

His heritage as a Cowboy

Out of the malaise of Watergate came 
one 
clear 
m essage—but 
for 
the 
preseverance of a judge and the office of 
the Special Prosecutor, America might 
still be under the growing control of what 
many called the fascistic hand of Richard 
Nixon, et al. 
Indeed, 
it 
was 
only 
a 
series 
of 
coincidences th^t brought the whole tacky 
affair into the open and resulted in the 
resignation of Richard Nixon from the 
presidency, and the jailing of a goodly 
number of his so-called palace guard. 


Of primary importance in the Watergate 
drama 
was 
the 
office 
of 
Special 
Prosecutor 
which 
was 
originally 
established as a public relations ploy by 
Nixon to get the heat off his own back and 
on to someone elses. 


History now shows us that not only did 
Nixon seriously underestimate the men he 
appointed as special prosecutors, he also 
was forced to resign as a direct result of 
that office’s investigative perseverance. 
History 
also 
shows 
us 
that 
the 
department of government which should 
have picked up the judicial ball in the 
Watergate 
affair, 
Justice 
and 
John 
Mitchell, did nothing, and in fact were 
participants in the coverup. 
It should be clear then that the need for a 
special prosecutor’s office does exist, and 
that it must be free of the spheres of 
influence of all branches and offices of 
government. It must be an independent 
operator, if you will. 
We had great hopes that Congress would 
get that message, and it apparently hasn’t. 
In The Senate Government Operations 
Committee hearings on the Watergate 


and 
like 
and 


reforms bill, part of which establishes the 
office of Special Prosecutor, some of the 
leading 
Watergate 
investigators 
are 
waffling. 
Senators Javits, Weicker, Baker 
Percy 
don’t 
believe 
anything 
Watergate will happen again soon, 
therefore doubt the value of a Special 
Prosecutor on a permanent basis. They 
now have great faith in America and her 
politicians, probably, we suspect, as a 
result of their jobs. Leon Jaworski thinks 
he’d 
get 
bored 
if he had 
the job 
permanently, and Jaworski’s successor in 
the office, Sam Dash, can only express 
regret that lethargy has apparently set in. 
We agree that a lethargy has set in, and 
particularly among those whose job it is to 
deal with Watergate reform legislation. 
We understand the Senators’ fears that in 
the absence of anything else to do, the 
Special 
Prosecutor 
might 
investigate 
them, and that doesn’t alleviate the need 
for the office. If anything it may further 
underline that need. 
On the other hand, from their first-hand, 
close-up view of American politics, maybe 
the Senators, and their supporters are 
correct in their thinking that such abuses 
of power won’t happen again soon. But how 
soon is too soon? And who will be there 
when that time arrives? Another John 
Mitchell? Will we still have the benefit of a 
Judge Sirica? And will we be subverted 
with so little subtlety in the future as was 
Nixon’s mistake in the past? 
It’s pretty obvious that in admitting 
another Watergate won’t happen again 
soon, the Senators are admitting it will 
happen again. We wish they would deal 
with that probability now so that soon 
never comes.

Difficult times 


Declining 
school 
enrollment 
has 
created a multitude of circumstances, 
all of them 
interesting from an 
educational point of view and some of 
them downright unpleasant. There are 
higher class sizes than the school board 
mandated average of 28.5 students to 
one teacher at the elementary school 
level; there are combination classes, in 
which a teacher has more than one 
grade level in a room; and there are 
empty classrooms. 
The opposite side of the coin in each 
case is money: It costs money to hire 
teachers to disperse the students into 
more classrooms. 
What brought all 
this on? For most 
readers it’s redundant 
to say that projections 
for the growth of 
Vandenberg 
didn't 
materialize, but that's 
the way it was. The 
school district lost a 
couple 
thousand 
students 
from 
the 
peak years of the late 
1960s; 
and 
more 
declines are ahead. 
To blame, according to various 
authorities are cutbacks at Vandenberg 
Air Force Base; the lower birth rate; 
and the general economic decline. 
Educators and parents are generally 
agreed that lower class sizes are 
desirable; and by the same token there 
is a consensus for the view that 
combination classes should be avoided. 
There 
are 
a 
lot of combination 
classrooms 
in 
the 
district’s 
13 
elementary schools, a fact that has 
distressed 
everyone, 
including 
newspaper 
reporters. 
Basically 
a 
combination classroom is scheduled 
because there are not enough students at 
each grade level to make pure, or as 
they say in the district, “straight” grade 
classrooms. In some schools as many as 
three grades are in one room. 
One ready solution to at least part of 
the problem would be to close a school, 
and the school board has alluded to that 
possibility on frequent occasions. The 
question of closing a school, however, is 
an explosive one. And that may be a 
candidate for understatement of the 
year award. 
Combination 
classrooms 
are 
the 
handmaiden of declining enrollment. 
They are also frequently accompanied 
by higher class sizes. Seventy-five 
students of one age grouping, if divided 
in two, produce units of 37 and 38 
students, 
both too large for one 
classroom alignment; and yet if the 75 
students 
are 
divided 
into 
three 
classroom units it produces 25 students 
each, or units too low to be economically 
justified. Hence the spreading of the 75 
in combination with other age groupings 


to produce a livable class size in the two 
or more classrooms. 
Some parents argue that combination 
classrooms 
are 
harmful 
to 
the 
educational wellbeing of a child, but it s 
hard to document that contention. The 
parents are probably right, but it’s 
difficult to document a factor that won t 
be known until the current crop of 
combination classroom students get 
down the pike a few years. 
Teachers generally are critical of 
combination classrooms because it 
forces 
them 
to 
do 
more class 
preparations than a single grade level 
would and at the same time, the critics 
say, combination classrooms force them 
to divide their attention between the two 
or more age groups in their room. 
So it goes. Old timers tell us about the 
wild scramble in the late 1950s and early 
1960s to provide the classrooms for the 
avalanche 
of 
students 
who 
accompanied 
the swift growth of 
Vandenberg. 
The district went, almost overnight, 
from a couple of elementary schools and 
one junior high and one high school, the 
latter both on one campus, to 14 
elementary schools, another junior high 
school and two new high schools, one of 
the latter to replace the former Lompoc 
High 
School. 
Former 
Supt. 
Glen 
Wegner, on one occasion said one of the 
regrets he had in looking back on the 
rapid school building program was that 


there was not enough tune to give 
individual thought to the design of each 
facility. It was either that, he said or 
contend for too long with double or triple 
class sessions in the existing schools. 
The adaptation 
to 
the 
existing 
regrouping, accompanied as it is by high 
class sizes, combination classrooms and 
empty 
classrooms, 
seems 
to this 
reporter to be almost as traumatic as 
the period Wegner speaks of. 
• The 
sad 
part 
of 
the 
present 
atmosphere is that it’s difficult to 
explain all this to parents. Principals, 
rightfully object to taking it on the chin, 
so to speak, when everyone looks around 
to see who to blame for higher class 
sizes or combination classrooms. The 
fact of the matter is, no one is really to 
blame. It’s a problem we all face. 
What’s in store for the school system? 
Probably more of the same. Observers 
note that the present class of ninth 
graders is one of the largest the district 
has 
had, 
and 
close 
behind, 
are 
classrooms in the lower grades. 


Statistics show a slow, but steady 
decline. That’s assuming that the all the 
present eighth graders go on to the ninth 
grade locally, and that all the present 
seventh graders go on to the eighth 
grade locally and after that on to the 
ninth, and so on. One thing that 
educators are skeptical of, however, is 
gambling everything on a projection.

New sunshine law

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The 
Senate is up to its tricks again. It has 
before it a bill, S.5. called a “sunshine” 
law which purports to generally open 
meetings of Senate and House commit­ 
tees and of certain selected government 
agencies to the public. 
The bill is enthusiastically supported 
by Common Cause and 
other groups listed as 
“public interest.” 
In truth. S.5, as first 
introduced, had some 
measure of integrity 
and some teeth. As 
amended, it is a sham 
and facade, an a t­ 
tem pt to convince 
voters the sponsors 
are interested in the 
public’s right to know. 
But the teeth have 
been filed down to the 
gums. 
The bill starts out, section by section, 
in a straightforward manner. It declares 
Senate committee meetings shall be 
open — standing, select or special, and 
all subcommittee meetings. House com­ 
mittee meetings shall be open. Joint con­ 
gressional meetings shall be open. The 
meetings of most of the important 
regulatory agencies shall be open. 
Then come the exceptions. Each is 
reasonable on its face. Meetings can be 
closed to the public in the interests of 
national defense, foreign policy or law 
enforcement, for the protection ot trade 
secrets, financial and commercial infor­ 
mation given the government on a con­ 
fidential basis, or to protect informers or 
law enforcement agents. 
They can be closed to protest informa­ 
tion which would be an unwarranted in­ 
vasion of privacy, or which would expose 
some person to disgrace or public con­ 
tempt. or which would tend to “charge” 
an individual with crime or misconduct. 
There are other exceptions. 
Now it will easily be seen that while 
most, perhaps all, of these exceptions 
have great merit, they are so broad in 
scope that virtually any congressional 
committee meeting or session of any im­ 
portance could be closed to the public un­ 
der these provisions — with little or no 
recourse. 
The saving grace in the original bill lay 
in a series of paragraphs providing that a 
fourth of the committee or subcommit­ 
tee members could, in most cases, raise 
a point of order within two days, forcing 
a vote by Congress on throwing the 
transcript of the contested closed 


meeting open to the general public. 
This, of course, provided a means by 
which a decision to close a meeting or 
portions of a meeting could be kept 
somewhat honest. These paragraphs, 
however, were eliminated from the bill. 


The elimination of the safeguard 
means, in fact, that if the bill becomes 
law. what the public will have access to 
will, as now. be at the whim of the 
majority of those present at each com­ 
mittee meeting. Which is essentially no 
different from this year or last or the 
year before, for most committees. 


M atter of fact, the listin g of 
“legitimate” bases for closing meetings 
to the public, and listing the bases in 
such detail, will, if history is a guide, 
make it easier to close crucial discus­ 
sions to the public. 


The only meetings we shall be privy to 
in detail will be those calculated to drum 
up support at the next election for the 
members of the committee involved, or 
meetings so innocuous no one cares 
whether they’re public or not. We shall 
not learn the 
crucial potentially em­ 
barrassing opinions and decisions of 
senators and representatives. For some

Says Common 
Cause: “With the passage of open 
meeting laws in West Virginia and Mis­ 
sissippi in 1975. only New York and 
Rhode Island cling to the old ways of do­ 
ing most of the public’s business behind 
closed doors.”

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Was a needed leader 


WASHINGTON - Celebrating the 
past, present and. hopefully, the future, 
the Republicans shy away from a tower­ 
ing figure in their party. At the start of 
this century Theodore Roosevelt was one 
of the most creative and innovative of 
America’s Presidents 
Invoking the name of Abraham Lincoln 
is perfectly safe for 
Republican orators. 
But TR gets into 
dangerous, trick y 
waters, and not alone 
because he bolted the 
party and thereby 
brought about the 
election of Woodrow 
Wilson in 1912. 
C o n fro n tin g the 
massive accumulation 
of capital that had 
brought powerful in­ 
dustrial combines into 
being, the first Roosevelt challenged 
them with the power of government 
through the antitrust laws. 
He was bent on breaking up the com­ 
bines that set prices in steel and other 
basic commodities. In the conflict that 
resulted, he. earned the enmity of Wall 
S treet and his business. He was 
denounced with something like the wrath 
B 
red out on the second Roosevelt and 
New Deal. 
There are parallels with that time to­ 
day. The rise of socialism and anarchy in 
Europe is matched by a deep discontent 
with the status quo in America. Because 
he sensed this, TR took a more radical 
course than he might otherwise have 
done. The need was for an outlet for 
protest and disaffection. 
President Ford seems wholly unaware 
of the discontents in our time or. in any 


event, he prefers to ignore them. Nor 
does he show any awareness of the price- 
fixing conflict and its aftermath in the 
era of TR. This astonishing paragraph is 
from a speech in Sacramento: 
“In many industries, transportation, 
energy, com m unication, fed eral 
regulatory commissions have virtually 
ruled out competition. What was begun 
as a protection for consumers now 
guarantees that in many cases they will 
pay higher prices than a free market 
would call for.' 
First of all, despite the trust-busting 
drive of TR. the free market is a myth in 
most major commodities. What are 
politely called “administered prices” 
prevail across a broad spectrum from 
steel to gasoline. Compliance with TRs 
reform s was in many instances a 
legalistic shift that scarcely altered the 
basic power structure. Thus the Stan­ 
dard Oil giant was broken up into 
regional companies that continued to 
dominate the market. 
The regulatory agencies President 
Ford spoke of so disparagingly grew out 
of TR’s attempt to insure a free market 
and protect the consumer. If they have 
become encrusted with the barnacles of 
bureaucracy, 
one 
reason 
is 
the 
transformation they have undergone as, 
in effect, the regulated become the 
regulators. 
Increasingly appointments to the 
regulatory agencies have gone to in­ 
dividuals in the industry that is 
theoretically being regulated. That trend 
was accentuated under President Nixon 
who rewarded industry friends and loyal 
Republicans with places on the Federal 
Power Commission, the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission and other like 
bodies. 


This may not be equivalent to putting 
the fox into the chicken coop but the con­ 
sumer, as chicken, could hardly expect 
protection from those who had been part 
of the pricing structure to be watched 
over by a federal agency 


Another factor was the growth of pla­ 
toons of law yers specializing in 
regulatory law. They tended to move 
from work with a regulatory agency to 
representing clients whom they had been 
monitoring when wearing a federal hat. 
All this is to say that ruling out competi­ 
tion is far from the simple matier that 
Ford made it sound in Sacramento. 


TR’s enemies, fighting his drive to 
bust the trusts, called him a demagogue 
pandering to the lowest passions of the 
crowd. Certainly he was a phrase- 
maker, a flamboyant campaigner who 
led America into an imperial role in 
the Pacific. And he knew at first hand 
what the assassin’s gun meant. 


Campaigning in 1912 as the Bull Moose, 
third-party candidate for President he 
was shot by a lunatic in Milwaukee while 
on the way to deliver a speech. Wounded, 
he nevertheless insisted on going through 
with the speaking engagement Think of 
what television could have done with 
that, the valiant Bull Moose bloodied but 
unbowed. 


When those 14 moderate Republican 
senators called on the President to ask 
him to consider the moderate as against 
the conservative wing of his party in his 
election appeals, they could have had TR 
in mind. While “moderate” may not fit 
him in light of present trends in the 
Republican party, he gave dynamic 
leadership when it was badly needed.
